Man Killed at Fltufl-ild hjr Klcht 


Tnln from Bancor—UwlKf CokaOTrn- 
A-aotlun Accident 
Our Pittsfleld correspondent 
writes 


Upon the arrival of the night Pullman 
train (ram Boston, Monday morning, tbe 
lifeless body of a man abont twenty-two 
years of age was found beside the trick a* 
this station, where It-had probably lain al 
night. He was about sl£ feet In be1ght,o? 
slim build, smooth face and of dark com* 
plexloo, was fairly well dressed, had a 
watch and chain and $7 cents In money, 
but no ticket or baggage check. Tbe let- 
ters "T. D." were marked with India Ink 
upon bis arm. 
Both arras and his neck 


were broken and several severe wounds 
were found upon his head, face and arms. 


He was lying when found in n pool ot 


blood and was apparently killed instantly. 
Tbe circumstances led us to believe that 
be was stealing a ride Ofl the •> r-. M. Pul - 
man from Baogor Su'Say, and as tbe 
train slowed up jumped oft the apposite 
side from the station fo prevent detection, 
Tbe train was probably moving faster 
than be thought and Its momentum carried 
Mm forward at a rapid pace for about 1C 
feet, when be struck the steps ot the 
freight platform, lost his balance and fell 
against the moving train with the above 
named result. 


The Imprint of his foot where he tlr^t 


struck the ground an* also1 tbe steps I c 
took before striking Tw platform of tke 
freight depot are plainly seen. If he hid 
jumped oft twenty or thirty feet further 
back he would In all probability have es 
caped serious injury. Tbe body was taken 
in charge by Undertaker John Martin, wbo 
prepared It for burial. Coroner Leland, ot 
bkowbegan, was dispatched early this 
morning and sends bach word that he will 
be here on the 5 20 p. u. train.

The 
observant frequentel^ of the public garden 
have noticed tbe rare with which the 
workmen, with garden trowels, remove 
the bulbs tbat have ceased flower IDJE, from 
the beds lo which tnry have 'reposed for 
nearly three-quartera of a year. 


The tops ol the flower stenu are cot oft, 


to prevent tbelr going to serf, the result 
of which would be to cause the stems to 
harden, and the bulbs to slop growing. 
The lower part of the stem and all the 
foliage are retained, and plants In this 
condition are laid* at an angle of about 
forty-five degrees with the small amount 
of earth that clings to tbe bulb?. In boxes 
•bout two or three Inches deep.
